Fleming & Wright, 76 Hawai‘i 115, 119-120, 869 P.2d 1334, 1338-39

(1994) ("[I]1f a judgment purports to be the final judgment in a
case involving multiple claims or multiple parties . . . [and]
if the judgment resolves fewer than all claims against all
parties, . . . an appeal may be taken only if the judgment
contains the language necessary for certification under HRCP

54(b). . . . [Tlhe necessary finding of no just reason for delay



must be included in the judgment."); and, thus, (2) this

appeal is premature and we lack jurisdiction. Therefore,

IT IS HEREBY ORDERED that this appeal is dismissed for

lack of appellate jurisdiction.
